Much of the American ginseng sent 


to China brings small prices because 
it shows cultivation, being smooth, 
round and light in color. 
What is 


wanted is the wild looking root. .The 
central theory of the use of ginseng 
decoction is that it combines in itself 
the virtues of nature—wind, water, 
woods, the'elements and wild nature 
generally;/hence the gnarled, .twisted 
wild root is the ideal, and any domes- 
ticated 'or cultivated variety is merely 
a substitute. This substitute ought to 
be as near like the wild as possible. 
If the root grows in the shape of or 
seems to bear some resemblance, even 
by severe stretch of the imagination, 
to some animal it has increased virtue. 
In the-trade. For this and similar rea- 
sons ' it is necessary-' that the small 
'head ot ttie root,joined to the rest of 
the root by VsinaH ;neck shall .remain 
a part of tbV product. Breaking off 
euch-.little beads reduces the value of 
the root in the Chinese market by fully

She ordinary magnifying spectacles 


•With convex lenses' came into iise some 
time near-the end of the thirteenth 
century. Their invention is generally^ 
attributed-to two-Italians, Armati and 
Spina. 
As a matter of fact at this 


time old people in Germany were 
wearing glasses. According .to G. H. 
Oliver, writing in the British Medical 
Journal, the first use of concave lenses 
was of much later date, probably not 
until the middle of the sixteenth cen- 
tury. It appears that at first the doc- 
tors were down on glasses because 
they interfered with the sale of lotions 
for weak eyes. Their first mention by 
a doctor is credited to Bernard Gordon, 
professor in Montpellier. who informed, 
the world that they were unnecessary, 
thanks to his wonderful lotions., In 
these early days their use was limited 
for many reasons. They were clumsy 
and ill shaped, making the wearer con- 
spicuous,and subjecting him to ridicule 
oftentiofes of far from gentle type. 
And above 'all- they? were very, eipen-. 
sive.. F.or - example. - Dr. Oliver/ says, 
"At the end" of the sixteenth century 
the.price per pair, expressed in terms 
if present day value, was from $50 to.

—Pastor Russell is 
here, and In the 
Princess 
Theater 


today presented 
his famous Photo- 
Drama of Crea- 
tion. It received 
a royal welcome. 
This was-the open- 
ing exhibition of a 
program on *Ma 
side of the Atlan- 
tic -which includes 
the principal cities 


of both Great Britain and the Con- 
tinent 


Pastor Russell in his discourse chose 


that feature of his Creation Drama 
which relates to "The Great Teacher 
and His School." His text -was: "Learn 
of me, for I am meek and lowly of 
heart"—Matthew 11:29. 


The Pastor began his discourse with 


the statement that there is only one 
•way by which to get rid of one's sins- 
belief in the Lord Jesus Christ But 
mere intellectual belief, he declared, 
does not accomplish this result The 
Bible says that devils believe, and 
tremble. 
They are not justified by 


their believing, 
Neither are we justi- 


fied by merely believing. We must do 
something more. 
The believer who 


acts on his belief, and who shows that 
he really means what he says, will 
make a full consecration of himself to 
God. 
From the standpoint of the 


Scriptures a believer is a disciple, a 
follower, a pupil. 


i The Pastor went on to demonstrate 
that the School of Christ is not open to 
everybody. 
The whole world of man- 


kind are not In the School of Christ 
with some taking more lessons and 
others fewer. 
There Is one definite 


•way of entering this School and becom- 
ing a pupil of the great Master Teach- 
er. Hear the terms in His own words: 
"If any man wilV come after Me [be- 
come My disciple—pupil], let him deny 
himself, take up his cross and follow 
Me." 
Only those who present their 


bodies a living sacrifice, holy, accepta- 
ble unto God through the merit of the 
Redeemer imputed to them and receiv- 
ed by faith, are enrolled in the School 
of Christ In other words, only the 
members of the Church which is the 
Body of Christ are in His School, being 
taught of God through His Word. 


Addressing the Church. St. Paul says, 


"We are His workmanship." God has 
been working in the Church by His 
providences and by His Word of Truth, 
•working in us by our experiences, 
which He has made for us. and by the 
opportunities which He gives us. All 
these things are designed by the Lord 
to bless us and to devflop us into His 
own character-likeness, that as the 
Master has said, we may be like unto 
our Father in Heaven—that we may 
be holy, even as He is holy—that our 
Intentions, our aims and our desires 
may be exactly like those of God. 


The Primary Lesson. 


The Pastor reminded his audience 


that when a child enters school for the 
first tune, he has merely put himself 
into the hands of his teacher for in- 
struction. It requires years of patient 
training and study before he can be 
said to have an education, and still 
more instruction before he can become 
a teacher himself. This, he said, is ex- 
actly the picture which God gives us in 
respect to the Church 
During this 


Gospel Age He has invited the Church 
class to enter ttoe School of Christ and 
prepare for the great work of human 
uplift during the incoming Age 
! The Royal Priesthood will all be 
teachers 
Under the Jewish arrange- 


dent the priests were all teachers, In- 
structors of the people, helping them 


| in every way in respect to morals. The 
| Royal Priests will also have authority 


to rule the world toi Us good. None 
but those whom God can entrust with 
this great power will l5e qualified to 


I use it to uplift tut* world. 


i 
The Pastor then explained that those 


•enrolled in the School of Christ are 
taught a'great variety of lessons 
The 


first of these is meekness—teachable 
ness. 
None will be qualified for the 


great work of the future who has not 
been thoroughly taught this valuable 
lesson... He declared that there is prob- 


u greater lack alona; the line of 


teachableness than along any other 
line. 
Self-conceit and 
self-will 
are 


qualities which prevent their posses- 
sors from being teachable—meek. 


Those who are srood pupils iu the 


School of Christ will hear the Master's 
voice instructing them that of them- 
selves they are nothing and can do 
nothing: that they need. His assistance 
all along the way; that they need first 
of nil to be taught of God—throusib 
•oe great Teacber whom the Father 
has appointed to give them instruc- 
tion. 
Through the prophecies and 


through His Word He teaches all who 
are in His School. The voice of Jesus 
comes to all His pupils, speaking to 
them through the Scriptures and the 
various experiences of life 


Those consecrated children of God 


who h.ive not learned the lesson of 
meek; ^ s have uot learned even the 
primar.* lesson. Whoever sajs, "Lord 
I •nant uij own way; this is what 1 
prefer and wh.it I intend to hare," it. 
certainly not teachable, and cannot 
make progress m spiritual things. The 


, Lord will not foice such to do HU- 
way; during this Age He is not seek- 
ing those who must be forced to do His 
will. He will use force on those who 
need it during the next Age, 


Throughout the Gospel Age the call 


has been for those who declare in their 
covenant that they desire to do the will 
8f God, and who will sacrince thoii 
In es in order to do that will. 
Aftei 


they have made this contract with 
Him, and He has accepted them and 
sealed the contract by giving them the 
earnest of the Holy Spirit, they cannot 
repudiate their agreement They must 
either go on to everlasting life or per 
ish in the Second Death. 


Other Lessons to Be Learned. 


The Pastor dwelt for some time upon 


the subject of meekness. Some people, 
he declared, find this a difficult lesson 
to learn 
But things are pretty wel1 


balanced. The man who is naturally 
very meek and teachable usually has 
disadvantages in other ways. 
People 


•nill impose upon him; for they are apt 
to impose upon the meek, as we all 
know. The man with a great deal of 
self-esteem and only a little meekness 
will get along better by himself, but 
will have his difficulty in coming tin 
der the hand of the Lord. The speak 
er reminded his hearers that they can 
not alter the shape of their heads. 
Those who were bom with a proud 
spirit have so much more to battle 
against Those who were born with a 
humble mind will have 
difficulties 


along other lines, but will find it easier 
to learn meekness than will the proud 
spirited. But since the Lord puts 
meekness first, no one will make prog- 
ress in the School of Christ until he 
has learned to be meek; for meekness 
signifies teachableness 


The Pastor then went on to the other 


subjects taught in this unique School 
Xext in order come humility, gentle- 
ness, patience, long-suffering and broth- 
erly-kindness 
Gentleness is very im- 


portant 
Whoever is rude and bois- 


( terotis will not be ready to learn, and 
therefore will not be in a proper condi 
tion to be used of the Lord until he 
has learned brotherly-kindness, until he 
can be kind to all the brethren and 
love them all. He must be gentle to- 
ward all so as not to offend or hurt 
them or stumble them. 
Whoever is 


gentle will always desire to be assist- 
ful to the brethren; this is character- 
istic of the Spirit of the Lord. Who- 
ever is devoid of these qualities which 
go to make np Love must acquire them 
if' he would be graduated from the 
School of Christ 


Then, lest any one should be discour- 


aged, the Pastor explained that the 
flesh of some who are really overcom- 
ers may never become as gentle as 
that of others who naturally possess 
this desirable quality, but that they 
must have tins quality in the mind or 
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will; for the Lord will judge* i hem tiy 
their desires, their endeavors, their ef- 
forts. 
Whoever will be of the King- 


dom class must be meek and gentle, 
no matter what he may be according 
to the flesh 


How These Lessons Are Learned. 
j 


The Pastor illustrated the methods j 


by which the Master-teaches His pu- j 
pils to acquire these essential graces , 
of the Holy Spirit If a disciple of Je- ! 
sus do something wrong, the Master 
expects him to be meek enough to go 
to the person injured and acknowledge 
that he is wrong This discipline will 
be good for the unruly pupil, and will 
help him to be more meek the next 
time he is tempted. If a follower of 
the Lord has been rude in some re- , 
spects, he should offer suitable apolo- | 
gies 
This will teach him to be more 


gentle in the future. 


So by their difficulties the pupils in 


the School of Christ learn the required 
lessons 
If they cannot learn in one J 


way, they must try another; for learn 
they must Otherwise they will not be i 
fit for the Kingdom, for these'are qual i 
ities of heart and mind which the Lord 
demands trom all who would be ac- 
ceptable to Him 
If the Lord find 


that the pupil-s mind is meek, humble, 
gentle, patient, kind and loving. He 
will make allowance for the faults of 
the body; and in the resurrection He 
will give that pupil a body which will 
carry out the intentions of the mind 


The Pastor urged all who know 


themselves to be disciples of Jesus, 
pupils in the great Teacher's School, 
to keep their hearts right with God 
and then te do the very best that they 
can do 
He advised such to see to it 


that the body gets the prpper disc* 
pline. -The new mind must keep the 
body under control. If It was rude to 
somebody, humble it teach it to be 
meek by saying, "You must go and 
tell that person that you are sorry for 
what you have done." 
Of course, he 


declared, this will go "against the 
grain;" but It Is better to yield and 
thus learn the needed lesson than to 
lose the Kingdom. All such self-disci- 
pline is part of the process of prepara- 
tion tor the Kingdom work. 


The standard of character-develop- 


ment which the Pastor upholds is \ery 
high. _He declared that whoever would 
be graduated with honors from the 
School of Christ must be so meek, so 
humble, so teachable, so patient, that 
he will be ready to receive instruction 
from the Master in whatever way He 


see fit to 
send 
it—whether

No matter how it 
comes, if it brings us "the light of the 
knowledge of the glory of God," if it 
scatters our darkness, ignorance, su- 
perstition, if it brings us out into His 
marvelous Light, we inaj^e sure that 
God has done it for us. because we 
could not have done it for ourselves. 


Commencement Day Is Coming. 


The Pastor then showed that ulti- 


mately two chibses will be graduated 
from the School of Christ- One class 
will receive very high honors—glory, 
immortality, jomt-heirship with our 
Lord Jesus Christ in His Millennial 
Kingdom. 
Thet other class will be 


servants of God and will serve Him 
by rendering assistance to the King- 
dom class. Under another figure these 
classes are designated in Psalm 45 as 
"the King's daughter" and "the vir- 
gins, her companions, that follow her." 


The speaker next showed why there 


are to be these two classes and what 
has made the difference between them. 
The first class is constituted of those 
pupils that are so intent upon learning 
their lessons and of being graduated 
with honors that they not only study 
-carefully their text book, the Word of 
God, but they watch the. lord's eye, as 
it were, bent upon seeing wjjat is His 
Will 
r-nnf&rninfr 
thorn 
fFr/^-H^c-rt 
TT~ 
will concerning them. To'lhese He 
has given the precious promise, "I will 
guide thee with Mine eye." Their re- 
ply is, "As the eyes of servants look 
unto the hand of their masters, and as 
the eyes of a maiden unto the* hand of 
her mistress, so our eyes wait upon the 
Lord our God, until that He have mer- 
cy upon us."—Psalm 123:2. 


The thought Is that this class are all 


attention to see what they can render 
to the Lord, watching to see what He 
wishes them to'do. They do not wait 
until He disciplines them severely. 
This Little Flock class will be com- 
posed of such as can be guided by the 
will of the Lord, such as are so anx- 
ious to'clo His will, so alert, so -will- 
Ing, to do anything they can do at 
any time He may choose, as to be 


Inclined to btuGy a IJttUs then play a 
little, then study a little more, etc. 
These pupils require to be "kept in" 
after school frequently, aiid occasion- 
ally need a little switching. But they 
finally finish their course and are grad- 
uated. 


Dropping the figure of the school- 


room, the Pastor discussed this second 
class for a time. These, he declared, 
will uot be on the Thi one, as will the 
Little Flock class. Instead of wearing 
golden crowns, this Great Company 
will have palm branches in their hands; 
instead of receiving the Divine nature, 
they will be of a spirit u iture-like unto 
the angels. But their condition will be 
very blessed, for anything which the 
Master has to give will be good. 


This class, the speaker said, will be 


composed of very good people, well- 
meaning people; but they are not up 
to the standard which the Lord desires 
for 
the 
/Kingdom 
class 
Whoever 


would be of the hlghesifcr3.ss-3ne-" 
see to it that he reaches that standard 
Those who will get the first place ar 
thcjse who catch the spirit of the Mas 
ter and are loyal to Him and HI 
cause, thus proving themselves to b 
worthy of JEis love. As He has saic 
"He that loveth father or mother more 
than Me is not worthy of Me. And h 
that taketh not his cross and followeth 
after Me. is not worthy of Me." 


After Commencement—What? 


The Pastor then declared that ac 


cording to the Scriptures we are on th 
eve of a great change of dispensation 
that the One who redeemed the world 
is about to take His great power and 
reign. Those pupils in the School o 
Christ who are most attentive to thi 
Master's voice speaking through thi 
Word of God are hearing wonderfu 
things pertaining to Goa's Plan of sal 
vatien. 
Those who are obedient tc 


what they hear are getting a clearer 
understanding in proportion to thei 
obedience. Those who are inattentive 
and those who refuse to hear will no 
understand, but will surely suffer in 
the coming Time of Trouble—"such as 
never was since there was a nation" 
"no, nor ever shall be." as Jesus said. 
»-By way of conclusion, the Pastor 
exhorted all conseaated Christians to 
greater earnestness 
in striving to 


make their calling and election sure 
He reminded such that they were no 
called merely to make a consecration 
but to enter the School of Christ, to 
learn of the Master, to be taught by 
Him, in order to be developed in heart 
and mind and in every^ way qualified 
to be with the Lord and to share witl: 
Him in His glory, honor and immor 
tality. 


To accomplish this result, they must 


receive chiseling iinfi polishing—blow 
after blow, _expenence after experi- 
ence, trial-after trial. To all who are 
rightly exercised b.v this discipline the 
blessed result will t>e character-like- 
ness to our dear Redeemer, who as a 
New Creature was also-\perfected by

Lord the experience- of life will de- 
velop meekness, gentleness, patience, 
long-suffering, brotherly-kindness and 
love.

The Fault-Finding Husband. 


Madame ise'bell 
Opens Her Mail Box and 


Talks of Facial Surgery 


and Sallow Skins 


Some days, my correspondence is so In- 
teresting that I am tempted to share it 
with my.readers and it often reminds me 
of subjects that I would "like to talk 
'about A pupil writes me in regard to 
facial surg-ery, whether I tvould advise it 
for deep frowning lines that she says she 
is unable to remove by massage. 
1 First of all I do not advise facial sur- 
gery, except in serious cases where there 
is some absolute facial deformity. It is 
an expensive process and the results are 
somewhat .-problematical. It should only 
be entrusted to the hands of a qualified 
surgeon of the first rank. 


I' The operation my correspondent refers 
to is a simple one. It consists of cutting 
the skin near the hair line back of the 
temples. and drawing back the skin, that 
Is,, taking, a little seam in it so that the 
loose skin over the forehead will be tight- 
ened and the lines disappear. This opera- 
tion is painful, and it sometimes leaves a 
scar. Let us assume for argument's sake 
that it does not leave a scar, what are the 
results? When the operation is a success 
It leaves the forehead for the moment 
perfectly smooth and. unlined. 


Results Not Lasting. 


I "Unfortunately, the permanence of these 
good, results cannot be guaranteed. If the 
habit of frowning is still indulged in. the 
lines will return, for the skin is extremely 
clastic and will continue stretching. In 
such a case the painful, expensive opera- 
tion must be repeated. 


To rid oneself of frowning lines first of 
all stop frowning. This is due to nerv- 
ousness or to defective eyesight and eith- 
er case can be corrected. I know of one 
woman who cured a bad case of frowning 
that gave her a most disagreeable look by 
working always in front of a mirror. 
Whether she was sewing, writing or read-. 
Ing, she would have a mirror in front of 
her and from time to time watch her ex- 
pression. ' In a short time she could feel 
herself frowning and was able to correct 
the habit without the aid of the mirror. 


Persistent Sallowness. 


• 'Another correspondent asks advice as 
to a persistent sallow condition of the 
fekin. She adds that her general health 
is good and that she is careful in regard 
to diet. Chronic sallowness in the case 
of a person in good, health may be due to 
two things: a badly balanced diet or in- 
activity of the little blood vessels feeding 
the skin. Choose a diet without too much 
Btarch, that is, cut down the amount of 
Jiread and potatoes eaten. Eat plentifully 
of fruit, green salads and raw onions if 
they do not occasion indigestion. Drink 
plentifully of water, but avoid coffee and 
ftrong tea. 


Facial massage according to directions 
that. I. have already given, followed by 
k-ubbing with a lump of ice wrapped in a 
Mt of linen will improve the circulation. 
!A. salt rub is also beneficial, but should 
not be tried if the skin is broken or at 
all sore. For a salt rub take coarse table 
salt, wet a handful and wash the face 
with it, Rinse afterwards with cold wa- 
ter.

Even in Scotland up to the middle 


of the eighteenth century Sabbath 
morality -was geographical.

against piping, fiddling and dancing at 
them. 


But in the lowlands the church took 


a sterner view. The assembly forbade 
shippers and sailors to begin any voy- 
age on the Lord's day or to "loose any 
ships, barks or boats." Aberddnlans 
were fined if they failed to attend 
worship, the good man and good wife 
of the house contravening paid 6s. 8d. 
and "ilk servant 2s. Scots," a sore bur- 
den to be borne in the seventeenth 
century. The record of absentees is 
scanty.—London Chronicle.

26, 1564, but no record evidence of the 
date of his birth. He died April 23. 
161G, and the inscription upon his mon- 
ument Is evidence that he had already 
begun his fifty-third year, but does not 
give any birth date. From these data 
and other such information as they 
could obtain, antiquaries in the eight- 
eenth century, 100 years after his 
death, fixed the date of his birth as 
April 23, 15G4, three days before his 
baptism. 
Though not proved beyond 


doubt, that date is universally accept- 
ed.—Philadelphia Press.
